of Toronto. The staff and facilities 
of the university have been increas- 
ed by the inclusion of those of 
M.E.S. The Margaret Eaton School 
has been most active for years in 
the preparation of candidates for the 
field of women’s physical education. 
That this distinguished organization 
should be merged in the larger in- 
stitution and to some extent lose its 
identity is to be regretted. On the 
other hand, the university receives 
the largest measure of that distinc- 
tion. The Margaret Eaton School 
and the nevy school of physical edu- 
cation at the university, working to-

Girls' Gym Institution 
Is Merged With Varsity 

ESTABLISHED IN 1906 



President H. J. Cody announces 
that the University of Toronto has 
made arrangements with the Mar- 
garet Eaton School whereby the 
school will be merged with the de- 
partment of physical and health edu- 
cation of the university, which was 
established by the university in 
1940 

The Margaret Eaton School, . 
named after the late Mrs. Timothy 
Eaton, received its charter in 1906 
ns the Margaret Eaton School of 
Literature and Expression. The 
courses of study offered by the 
school were altered to meet chang- 
ing conditions, and in 1926 the name 
was changed to the Margaret Eaton 
School. Since then the school has 
built up a laudable reputation for its 
(courses of study in the fields of 
health, physical education and rec- 
reation. Each year since 1926 it has 
granted its diploma to many women 
capably trained in the courses of 
study offered by the school, and 
many leading women physical di- 
rectors and instructors are number- 
ed among the alumnae of the school. 

Miss Florence A. Somers, the di- 
rector of the school since 1934, and 
several other members of 1 1 s stall 
have been appointed to positions in 
the university in the department of 
physical and health education. 

The facilities at present used by 
the Margaret Eaton School, at Yonge 
and McGill Streets, including a 
well-equipped gymnasium, swim- 
ming pool, dancing studio, lecture 
and social rooms, will be available to 
the department of physical and 
health education of the university. 
As the university has greatly needed 
Increased facilities for physical 
activities for women, these ad- 
ditional facilities will hglp to a con- 
siderable degree in overcoming this 
deficiency until a women’s 

athletic building becomes available 
in the future. 

Students at present in al tendance 
at Ihe Margaret Eaton School will 
complete their course in conjunc- 
tion with the department of physical 
and health education of the univer- 
sity and will receive their Margaret 
Eaton School diploma.
